2, A method according to claim 1 , wherein: 

- the displayed time is set when the mobile telephone is in a standby 

state. 

3. A method according to claim 1, wherein: 

- the displayed time is set by using data 
identification information sent by a base station of a rjetwork. 

4 - A method according to claim 3, wherein 

- identification information corresponding to 
country in which tme mobile telephone is located is sdnt, and 

- this code is converted in the mobile telephone into a data element for 
setting the displayed time. 

5 - A method according to claim 3, wherein 

- identification information corresponding to 
country in which theimobile telephone is located is sdnt, and 

- this code is converted in the mobile telephonp into a data element for 
setting the displayedltime. 

6. A method according to claim 3, wherein 

- identification Information (LAC-CI) corresponding to a location of a 
base station in whose zone the mobile telephone is located is sent, and 

- this code is converted, in the mobile telephone, into a data element
